Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1964 

TO:-  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Scarborough  Rural 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  favourable 
vital  statistics  for  1963  continue  to  be  favourable  in  1964. 

In  fact  in  the  case  of  statistics  for  -which  comparable  national 
figures  are  available,  the  Rural  District's  figures  are  in 
every  instance  better  than  the  national  average.  These 
comparisons  are  set  out  in  the  table  on  Page  2. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  showed  the  usual 
pattern  with  an  increased  incidence  of  measles  towards  the 
end  of  the  year .

HOUSING 


Development  by  private  enterprise  continued  to  expand  during 
1964,  and  217  new  houses  were  completed,  compared  with  204- 
in  1963.  No  new  dwellings  were  erected  by  the  Council. 

Beck  Hall  Re-development,  Cloughton 

The  Council  proceeded  with  its  plans  for  the  re-development 
of  this  area,  which  was  declared  a  clearance  area  in  1963* 

It  was  decided  to  build  12  two  bedroomed  bungalows  of  a 
design  which  would  provide  flexible  units  of  accommodation 
suitable  for  either  elderly  persons  or  young  married  couples. 
Outline  plans  were  produced  by  the  Council's  Architect,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence  towards  the  end  of  1 965 
or  early  in  1966. 

During  the  year  6  unfit  houses  were  closed  and  31  repaired 
as  a  result  of  informal  action.  No  houses  were  demolished. 
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HOUSING  (CONTINUED) 


Under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  twenty- 
six  applications  f.or  a  discretionary  grant  and  twenty-two 
applications  for  a  standard  grant  were  approved  during 
19 64,  making  a  total  of  247  grants  approved  by  the  Council

The  licences  of  the  4  slaughterhouses  within  the  Rural 
District  were  renewed  upon  application  by  the  owners,  and  a 
licence  was  issued  for  a  new  slaughterhouse  erected  by 
Scarborough  Corporation  within  this  Council's  area.  One 
slaughterhouse  was  converted  to  a  shop  during  the  year. 

The  slaughterhouses  have  been  inspected  regularly  in  addition 
to  the  visits  made  in  connection  xeith  the  inspection  of  meat, 
and  a  100cj  inspection  was  carried  out  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  Rural  District.
